GERMANY'S BLOCKADE 


London, Feb. 18.—The reply of Sir 
Edward Grey to the American note on 
the subject of seizure and detention of 
American cargoes destined for neutral 
Europeans is obsorbine attention. 


Sir Edward's long and careful reply 
to the American complaints to which 
her cargo and ships have been subjected 
by the British navy was much dis- 
cussed, but naturally the German threat 
of a submarine blocKade , and 
Great 
Britain's preparations to counteract its 
effect was uppermost in the minds ot 
ship owners and traders. 
As Germany 
has for some time been attempting to 
sink all British ships which her sub- 
marines could approach, her blockade 
ultimatum has caused little alarm. 


All 
important 
shipping 
companies 
have announced that there will be no 
change in the regular sailings 
while 
British and Belgian channel steamer» 
are maintaining their schedules. 
The 
Dutch company which maintains a mail 
service between Flushing and England 
has been suspended. 


Petrograd dispatches insist that Ihe 
Russians carried out in perfect order 
their retirement in East Prussia. 


An important battle is raging in the 
vicinity of Augustowo, where in the fall 
the Russians succeeded in stopping a

Russia. 
Now, however, the Muscovites 
have a much more serious threat 
to 


deal with, for besides having sent a 
new army into East Prussia the Ger- 
mans are in strong force in the dis- 
trict between East 
Prussia

Their continued advance 
there would jeopardize 
the 
Russians, 
who are holding the trenches to the 
south of the Vistula and who succeed- 
ed in frustrating Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg's attempts to reach 5Var- 
saw from the west. 
The German plans 
are not quite clear, but it is believed 
probable they still have their eyes on 
Warsaw and hope by taking that city 
to break the Russian power to resume 
the offensive that they may be free 
to take more energetic steps against the 
allies in the west. 


Anticipating this possibility the al- 
lies during the past two days have made 
vigorous attacks against the Germans 
in Flanders and France. 
The outcome 
of this effort cannot be stated, as »he 
French and German reports are in di- 
rect conflict. 


In Bukowina the Austrians are re- 
ported to have partly surrounded the 
Russians before Czernowitz, 
but 
the 
battle still is in progress and reinforce- 
ments are reaching the Russians, who 
have the advantage of ttndaniaged rail- 
ways, both to this point and to Nad- 
worna farther west, which the Austri- 
ans have re-occupied.

House is requested to consider these le- 
gal points carefully and look for a de- 
sirable locality to Avhich the Mission 
House may be removed. 


Second—Since some donors for 
the_ 
Mission House jubilee fund, which nowj 
amoimts to nearly §80,000, have sig- 
nified their intention of asking for tliei 
return of their donation in case 
the! 
Mission House is removed, tl)e board is 
requested to confer with sue.'i donors 
and come to such an agreement that no 
legal difficulties will arise in the fu- 
ture. 


Third—The Mission House board id 
requested to change the cliarter of the 
institution in accordancc with the laws 
of the state of Wisconsin, so that such 
charter meets all present demands of a 
growing and progiessive church. 


Fourth—The Mission House board is 
further requested to formulate proper 
resolutions regarding the removing of 
the Mission House tor final action at the 
meeting of the four synods next fall.

The Senate and Direct Primaries. 


By. an extremely doso vote the Indiana senate has 
Bent down to defeat the Riuear bill to inaugurate direct 
primaries for making nominations in this state. There is 
still a bare possibility for its resurrection at the present 
isession. bnt it is a remote one. The resnlt in the senate 
itv^ill hardly come as a surprise to those in close touch with 
thè popular sentiment regarding state-wide primaries in 
Indiana. It is true that in principle the dii'ect primary is 
an excellent one as affording untrammelled choice hi mak- 
3rig nominations and that it lias had some very wann and 
very enthusiastic supi3orters. It is also true that it has 
been made a cardinal declaration of recent democratic 
platfomis, but that there was posiiive and general senti 
ment in favor of its enactment in this state is much to bo 
'donated. The question of expeuse is an element that has 
entered vary largely into opposition to the proposal, and 
the further fact that tlie old system of u orni nati ous has 
given very fair satisfaction combined to encompass the 
Senate defeat of the measure. 


There will be those, doubtless, who will be disposed 
to charge the democrats with brealdng faith with the peo- 
ple by failing to enact the direct prhnary law because of 
thè platform declarations concerning it. There are some 
precedents in high party councils—^notably the canal toll^ 
case—which can be pointed to as justification for the 
present action, and no one will seriously contend that a 
possible iliistake in platform-making should necessarily 
be perpetuated by legislative enactment. 


The closeness of the vote by which the senate killed 
tile measure may of course inspire an effort to reconsider 
its action, but the odds will be much against a reversal of 
the ieeeiit verdict. As a matter of fact, we believe the 
BftéiabeíS of the senate have in their vote pretty closely 
appyoMmated the real sentiment ^^back home.'' 
They 
would scarcely care to do otherwise and then go back to 
face their constituents with the necessity of supplying 
iexplanatioiis that utterly fail to he convincing. 


[A! decidedly imusual incident passed with little no- 
tice the other day when a big steel concern at Pittsburg 
'declined "for hmnanitaran reasons" to bid on a war ma- 
terial contract aggregating something like half a million 
of dollars.. We are anxious to get business, the company 
$aid in substance, but we do not care for the sort of busi- 
ness that definitely contributes to the slaughter of human 
beings. Siinilar position taken by manufacturers every- 
where would do vastly more toward the restoration and 
perpetuation of peace than all the conferences that have 
been held since time began. 


The committee of the Indiana house' of representa- 
tives has made a favorable report on the woman suffrage 
bill, recommending its passage, and Governor Kalston has 
declared himself in favor of the measure^ Both the com- 
mittee and the governor are luiquestionably on the proper 
'side of this question, and altogether there arc most en- 
/ebúraging prospects that the bill will become a law. As- 
«üriedly Indiana ought to line up with similar progress 
now being made in so many of her sister states and give 
• Woinan a voice in government.

The Very Fact of the Certainty of Death Ought to Awaken in 
Every Heart the Need of Salvation, Declares Dr. Lyon. 


DEATH AND THE JUDGMENT. 


Hebrews 9: 27—"It is appointed un- 
to men once to die, but after this the 
judgment." 


If I were to speak to you tonight upon 
art or literature or mechanics or music 
or science, perhaps the subject would 
appeal to only a portion of my hearers 
but we have a theme that everyone 
ought to be interested in. It is regard- 
ing death and the judgment for all of 
us must die. 
Death comes to age iu 
its Aveakness, to childhood in its in- 
nocence, and to manhood in its strength. 
Like trees in the forest, which have 
been marked for 
the felling, so the 
stamp of death is upon 
every brow 
Your heart beats are all numbered. An 
old Puritan divine was accustomed fre- 
quently to stop in the midst of his ser- 
mon and call the roll of many of the an- 
cieint patriarchs, the great ])oets, 
philos- 
opliers and statesmen, and aher 
each 
name he would pause for answer, then at 
the close of the 
list 
he would say, 
"Brethren there is no response. 
They 
are all dead." 
Herodotus, in his his- 
tory of Greece, says that when Xerxes, 
the Persian emperor, was leading 
a 
million men against the Attic states, 
that one day the king, seated on- his 
throne reviewing this gi-eat army, was 
seen to be in tears. 
His 
courticrs 
about him asked 
him, "Oh king, why 
weepest thou?" 
Said he, "Because I 
realize that in a hundred years from 
now, every one 
of this 
great 
army 
of a million men will have gone to the 
grave." 


The fact of the universality of death 
ought to create in human hearts a feel- 
ing of common sympathy and of broth- 
erhood. 
We are 
all fellow 
travelers 
toward the same inevitable goal. Alike 
are our problems and our temptations, 
our burdens' and our needs. 
Aiter the 
fiercely 
fought 
battle 
of Chancellors- 
villo in the civil war, two soldiers lay 
m that field of carnage, side by side, 
oach had received his death wound. One 
ivas a lieutenant 
of a northern 
com- 
)any, the other a 
sergeant 
in 
the 
outhern ranks. 
Their regiments had 
jeen pitted against one another in that 
terrific 
struggle. 
Now as their life 
blood Avas ebbing 
away, each one in 
his suffering tried to comfort and con- 
sole the other. 
The northern man told 
of his aged parents up amid pines of 
Michigan, and of the maiden to whom 
he had plighted vows of love he never 
could fulfill. 
Then the southern man 
told of his brown eyed wife and brown 
eyed children down in the south land, 
beneath the palmettos and cypress, ans 
iously awaiting the retium of the hus- 
band and father. 
They mingled theii 
blood and tears 
upon a common soil. 
When the next morning 
the hospital 
corps came on the battle field to collect 
the bodies of the wounded and the dead, 
there, lying side by side clasped in each 
other's arms, 
the man that wore the 
blue and the man that wore the gray. 
Death had made them brothers. 


Another peculiar thing about death, 
is that it must eliminate from every 
thoughtful mind all feelings of arro- 
gance and nride. Have you boasted of 
your wealth and your worldly posses- 
sions? 
You will have to leave them 
this side of the grave. Have you prid- 
ed yourself upon your 
fine 
apparel, 
your features, 
your face and form? 
It Avill take but a few days in the grave 
to mar them all. 
When General Wolfe 
\vas leading his soldiers into the battle 
of Quebec, which proved to be his field 
of death, they heard him repeating the 
words of Gray's elegy: 


"The boast of heraldry, 
the 
jwmp 
of power. 
And all that wealth 
or fortune ever 
gave. 


Await alike the inevitable hour; 
The paths of glory 
lead 
but to the 
grave." 


Shakespeare, in his drama of Julius 
Caesar, puts into the mouth of Anthony, 
in his funeral oration over the body of 
Caesar: 


"Oh mighty Caesar, hast thou fallen 
so 


Are all the triumphs, 
conquests and 
spoils reduced to this little mea- 
sure ? 


But yesterday 
the name of Caesar 
would have stood against the Avorld, 
But now there's none so poor to do him 
reverence." 


When Tostig, king of Norway, was 
about to sail across the English channel, 
for the subjugation of the Saxon states, 
he sent word to King Herald, asking 
him wliat he would give him if he would 
come in peace, rather than in war. The 
Saxon king hurled back the defiant re- 
ply, "I will give you, sir, six feet of 
earth." 
But that is all that any of us 
get. 
When I was a pastor in Chicago, 
I was asked by members of an order to 
come down one day to Oakwood ceme- 
tery to conduct a service at the grave 
of one of their members who had died 
in a hospital. 
As our little company 
was coming out from the cemetery gate, 
there came filing in the great funeral 
procession of one of that city's mil- 
lionaires. 
But at the last, prince and. 
oauper, almost 
side 
by 
side, 
each 
lay in his six feet of earth. 


Wlien Mayor Gaynor, of New York, 
after having been shot down by a de- 
mented man and was slowly recover- 
ing, 
what 
had 
seemed 
would 
be 
certain 
death, 
the 
report- 
ers came one 'day 
to 
interview 
him 
and said, "Mr. Gaynor the public feel 
that this 
accident 
has 
so increased 
your prestige and popularity, that you 
ought to make aimouncement that you 
will accept the nomination for governor 
of New Y'ork." He looked at them with 
a faint smile and replied, "Boys when 
a man comes down, a» I have to the 
brink of the grave and face« eternity, 
the honors of this world seem to him 
of very small importance." ' 


In those months before his assassin- 
ation, 
Abraham 
Lincoln 
frequently 
repeated the lines of his favorite poem: 


"Oh why should the spirit of mor- 
tal be proud 
Like a swift flying meteor, a faafc fleet- 
ing cloud. 
Like a flash of the li|;htning, a break 
of the wave, 
Man passea from life, to his r«st in 
the urave." 
. 


In the next place, 
It Is the fact of

proportion, to mpke us realise what 
is permanent and important, and what

light of eternity, they shrink in size 
and also appear insignificant in impor- 
tance. 
A wealthy young man, an un- 
believer, waa confiding to a Christian 
friend 
his 
future 
plans. 
He 
said, 
"John I am going to litart to college 
this fall, and I going to take a full col- 
lege course." 
"That is good," said his 
friend, "and what will you do then?" "I 
think I will spend a couple of years in 
travel. 
There is something that travel 
does for a man to broaden his horizon 
and to give him an 
experience 
that 
nothing else can." "That is excellent,'' 
replied his friend, entering Aviih enthusi- 
asm into his plans, "and what will you 
do then?" "I think then I will come back 
to my native land and study law.

may shove by 
justice, 


And oft 'tis seen the wicked prize it- 
self. 


Out buys the law. 
But 'tis not so 
above, 
there is no 
shuffling. 


There the act must appear in its truo 
light. 


And you will be compelled, even to 
the 
teeth 
and 
forehead of your 
fault. 


To give in «•idenoo." 


There is much inequality and injus- 
tice in this world that never can be 
adjusted and determined in this earthly 
life. 
But the time is coming when all 
these wrongs 
will be righted, for the 
Scripture clearly 
says that God will 
bring every man's work into judgment, 
with every secret thing, whether it be 
good or whether it be evil. 
There are 
many who have been regarded among 
the rich and great 
here, who will be 
deemed of little consequence up yonder. 


The fact ^f the 
certainty of death 
calls for 
preparation. 
Someone 
may 
say, "I am not afraid to die." 
Perhaps 
not, but it does not follow that you are 
ready to die. 
The 
cattle of the field 
are not afraid to die. 
You can take 
one of their number off to the slaughter 
house, and the others will graze along 
just as peacefully as before. Many hu- 
man beings, like cattle, have no thought 
for the future. 
Jesus told about the 
man who waa rich with goods, and sat 
down in placid 
self-contentment, 
con- 
gratulating himself upon his possessions 
But God called him a fool for drifting 
along thoughtless and careless, absorb- 
ed merely in material 
and 
temporal 
things, when that 
very night his soul 
was to be required of him, and he must 
face the judgment. 


Jklan will have forethought and make 
preparation in every other phase and 
department of life. If a man is going 
on a long journey he takes care to make 
a reservation on the sleeping car. 
He 
Avill place insurance on his stock of 
goods, as a precaution against loss by 
fire. 
He Avill even have forethought to 
insure his life so that his family may 
not be left in want and destitution when 
ho dies, and yet he will be absolutely 
thoughtless in regard to the great mat- 
ter of his soul's eternal future. Is it 
not strange that men will slave and 
strive and scheme, early and late, to 
accumulate property and amass wealth 
here on this earth, which very soon they 
must leave, and yet will pay no atten- 
tion at all to lay ing. up treasures above 
that they may have eternal riches and 
reward. 


That great Sunday school 
wor' 
William Reynolds, was one time going 
down for a visit to eoiithern Illinois to 
see an old friend, a wealthy man, who 
Avas an infidel. 
Friends had said to 
him, "Reynolds, when you 
go 
down 
there, don't talk to that man about re- 
ligion. 
It will do no good and only 
make him angry and spoil your visit." 
But Reynolds was always seeking for 
an opportunity to give a testimony for 
Christ. One day during the visit, this 
rich, friend took him up into the ob- 
servatory, on the top of his house, to 
get a view of his great farm. "Reynolds, 
do you see that house away off there 
to the east?" 
"Yes." 
"That is one of 
my tenement houses. My land goes on 
beyond that. 
Do you see that cluator 
of trees to the north? 
My line is on 
the other side of that. 
Can you see 
that fence there to the west? My prop- 
erty extends clear to that. 
Now here 
to the south it goes even beyond those 
hills." 
Mr. Reynolds saw his chance. 
He said, "Friend, you say you have 
property in this direction, in this direc« 
tion, in this direction, and in this di- 
rection." 
Mr. Reynolds now pointed 
his finger upward and said, "But how 
much have you in this direction?" 


"Has your master gone to heaven?" 
was asked an old colored man, 
goon 
after his employer had died. 
"No, sir, 
I do not think master has rrone to henv- 
en." 
"Whv not, Sam? 
Why do you 
think your master has not gone to 
heaven?" 
"Well, sir, whenever mastei 
intended to go anywhnre he 
alway« 
talked about it and planned for it a 
long time in advance, and had me h» ip 
him get ready. 
No sir, I don't think 
master has gone to heaven. 
I never 
heard him say an.ything about It." 


After the civil war, a colonel of n 
southern regiment was elected sheriff 
of his county. 
He was a brave man. 
and had a very creditable army record, 
but had never given any attention to 
religion. 
When he came to his death 
bed a friend bent over him and said. 
"Colonel, are you afraid to die?" 
With 
a stolid look on his face;, he aiiaweredv 
"Do you «iippose that after a man has 
faced the Yankee muskets and eaanoiit 
that be would Iw afraid 
of àtàtht" 


through Jesus Christ. 
Now the dying 
man's face was blanched with terror, 
as he exclaimed, 
"God 
help 
me! 
1 
hadn't thought of that." 


A Christian man, 
who 
had 
been 
brought down to the brink of the grave, 
but came back out of the shadow of 
death, to health and strength again, was 
asked by a friend, "Supposing you had 
not accepted Christ and made prepa- 
ration for eternity before you came to 
that time, what you and I and every 
one supposed was the 
end 
of 
your 
earthly life, could you have made prep- 
aration then?" 
Then said the 
man, 
"Why, no. 
My body was racked with 
pain, my mind was all in a whirl, I 
could think upon no subject clearly and 
consecutively. 
If I had not made prep- 
aration before that I never could then." 
An aged &nd experienced physician said 
he had kept-a record of a hundred cases 
of those who had supposed they wert? 
on their deathbeds, and then professed 
to repent and accept Christ. 
But after 
they recovered from their illness, eigh- 
ty-seven out of the hundred 
drifted 
back again into the old life they had 
lived befjjre. And is it consistent and 
reasonable and fair that you 
should 
spend all your life indifferent to Christ 
and to salvation, and then just as the 
night of death is closing about you 
that you should 
profess 
to 
^ccept 
Christ? 
You must expect that what- 
ever you SOW you must also reap. 
If 
you sow a life of carelessness and in- 
difference and neglect, you must expect 
to reap a harvest 
of eternal 
doom. 
Some scoffer may exclaim, "I do not be- 
lieve in this religion for dying." 
But 
it is the same preparation, my friend, 
that is important and 
essential 
for 
death as it is for life. 
You need the 
same gospel not only to die by, but to 
live by. It is not until you are fitted 
to die are you really fitted to live, and 
unless you make that proper prepara- 
tion here you can never make it here- 
after. 


Some one asked Joseph Cook, that 
great Boston philosopher, to answer in 
one of his lectures the question regard- 
ing future probation, "Will a soul have 
a chance to repent after death?" 
A 
great audience gathered to hear 
the 
answer. 
He sat looking out over that 
sea of faces for a moment, and then 
said, "Whether there be a chance after 
death I know not, but of one 'thiug 1 
am sure. I am not going to pillow my 
dying head upon a guess." 
There are 
some things, friends, of which we ought 
to be absolutely sure, and the most 
vitally important of these is regarding 
our personal relationship to Christ, our 
reconciliation with God, and our eter- 
nal inheritance. 
What are the essen- 
tials for this preparation? 
One is. re- 
pentance for sin, that includes sorrow 
for sin; a purpose to forsake sin, to 
turn away from the thing 
that you 
know is wrong; and the next is to ac- 
cept Christ, the crucified Son of God, 
as your personal Savior. He is tJie gift 
that God offers to you for your substi- 
tute. 
When you receive Him as your 
Savior, God, for Christ's sake, receives 
you. Y^ou are not saved on account ot 
what you do for Christ, but for what 
Christ has already done for you. 


Some one may ask, "Where do works 
come in?" 
Then you will work, not, 
however, to become a Christian, but 
you will work because you are a Chris 
tian. 
But no amount of good works 
apart from Christ, can entitle you to 
everlasting life. 
Moreover, you must 
surrender your life to Him, to do His 
will. 
You must fecknowledgo yoiu- al- 
legiance to Him as Lord and King. TJie 
entrance gate to the kingdom of heav- 
en is on this side of the river of death. 
The word of God is very plain upon 
this point. Jesus says, "He that hear- 
eth My word, and believeth upon Him 
that sent Me, hath everlasting life and 
shall not come to judgment, 
but is 
passing out of death into life." 
When 
you receive Christ, you have everlasting 
life. 
Do not ever pray, "Finally save 
us in heaven." 
That is unscriptiiraJ. 
God wants to save you now. 
Death 
will not be a limitation, but a libera- 
tion. 
With Jesus the risen Christ, who 
broke the bonds of death in the grave, 
aa your personal Savior, you can ex- 
claim with the apostle, "Oh, 
death, 
where is thy sting? 
Oh, grave, where 
is thy victory?" 


When that talented young evangelist, 
Clifton Pledger, at the close of a stren-^ 
uous campaign in the west, lay dying, 
his friend and gospel singer, Charles 
Butler, stood at his 
bedside. 
TJiey 
knew the end was near. 
Pledger look- 
ed up at his friend and said, "Charley, 
sing my favorite song. You know what 
it is. 
It is 'Shadows.'" 
With a voice 
almost choked with a sob, Charles But- 
ler began to sing: 


"When I cross the river, there will 
be no shadows." 


When the verse was ended, Pledger 
looked up with a smile of triumph, as 
he said, "That is true, Charley 
I can 
see heaven opening! 
I can feel 
the 
breeze from the throne of God blowing 
on my face! 
Praise 
God, 
Charley, 
there are no shadows!" With that look 
of joy he went home. 


May God give to you that peace and 
assurance tonight. 
If you live, may 
you live for God, and when the end 
of this earthly life comes, sooner or 
later, may you go with the realization 
that all is well with your soul.

As an illustration 
that 
perseverance 
leads to success, James P. Archer stands 
among ball players as a rare example. 
Year after year he attempted to break 
into fast company without avail. Three 
times he v/as engaged by major league 
clubs and each time he was balked in his 
ambition. Nevertheless he continued 
to 
assault the outworks, of the big leagues, 
and finally s'ucceeded in breaking through 
and is now classed among the best catch- 
ers of the game. There was never any 
question about his ability as a catcher. 
He has, and always did have the uncom 
mon accomplishment of being able to 
throw the ball from any position, stand 
ing, sitting or on his knees, and throw it 
with speed and acjiuracy. 


The cause of his long waiting at the 
gate was that Archer was not a "slug 
ger." 
He never in any season, whether 
In tha major or minors, batted .300 or 
near that mark except once, when. In the 
Iowa State league, he reached .298. It is 
an unwritten 
law 
of , baseball 
that 
catcher must be a hard hitter or he pos 
sesses no Val'ue. 
Th® same law applies 
to the first baseman and to the three out 
fielders. 
Occupants of second base, third 
base 
and 
shortstop 
positions are 
not 
amenable to this code, and the pitcher 
is outside its jurisdiction altogether. In 
fact, as far as batting is concerned, the 
pitcher, in the majority of cases, is re 
garded as a handicap to his team. Several 
years ago an effort was made to change 
the playing rules 
so as to 
exempt 
pitcher from taking his' turn at bat, but 
this startling innovation was never seri- 
ously considered by the rule makers. 


Archer wag born in D'ublin, Ireland 
¡May 13, 1883, and crossed the pond with 
his people early in life. 
He bega; 


ganized baseball. 


Near the close of the season of 
Archer was secured by the Pittsburg club 
and played seven games with the Pirates. 


was the second part of a double-header. 
Manager Clarke evidently did not choose 
to risk him in the first game, which al- 
ways went the full limit of nine innings. 
Tile second game, in those days at least, 
seldom lasted the full time, and therefore 
a new catcher, under the circumstances, 
got fewer chances, and could hardly com- 
plain of being overworked. Another fea- 
ture of these seven games was that Pitts- 
burg won only one of them, and in that 
game shut out the Chlcagos 5 to 0. Of 
the other six games four were lost and 
two ended in a tie, nearly all "bobtail" 
affairs. 
In these games Archer caught 
Deacon Phillippe, Sam Leever, Charley 
Case, C}iick Robertille and Pat Flaherty. 
Case pitchcd the game in which the Chi- 
cagoes were sh'ut out. 


Before the 
season of 
1905 
opened 
Archer was transferred to the Atlanta 
team of the Southern league for more 
seasoning. 
He had failed to hold a place 
in the majors, but it was nevertheless a 
long stride from Boono to Atlanta, from 
class nothing to class B, and, besides, 
the Pittsburg club had a "string" to him 
by whicli it could pull him back at any 
time. 
With Heine Peitz, who had just 
been obtained 
from Cincinnati In ex- 
change for Bddie Phelps; Harry Smith 
and Fred Carisch on the staff, the Pi- 
rates hardly 
had 
room 
for 
another 
catcher. 


There were two ambitious young catch- 
ers who that year, 1905, tried for a place 
in the majors at Pittsburg. 
One was 
Sydney Smith, whom tho Pirates drafted 
from the Charleston team of the South- 
ern league. He was sent back to Charles- 
ton before the ink was dry on the. docu- 
ment that trasferred him to Pittsburg. 
Like Archer, Smith was knocking at the 
door of tho big league without profit. In 
1906 the New York American club drafted 
him from Charleston, 
taut 
immediately 
turned him over to Atlanta, where he 
alternated with Archer behind the bat. 
There he remained until near the end of 
the season of 1910, when Cleveland se- 
cured him. 
He caught for Cleveland in 
1911 until September, when he was sent 
to Coltunbus. 
For Columbus he , played 
until tho close of the season last year, his 
services being then bought by the Pitts- 
burg club, for which he caught 
three 
games, and Is a t present on the reserve 
list.' Will he, like Archer, make good? 
Time will tell.

In Spite of Protests. 


"The American proA'ernmentj as Ger- 
many readily acknowled/jes, has 
pro- 
tested 
a^inst 
the British 
procedure. 
In spite of these protests and protest« 
from other neutral states, Great Brit- 
ain couJd not be induced to depart from 
the course of action 
she had decided 
upon. 
Thus, for instance, the Ameri- 
can ship VVilhelmina, recently stopped 
by the British, although her cargo was 
destined solely 
for the 
German civil 
popultiBon, and according to the ex- 
press declaration of the German gov- 
ernment was to be employed .only ior 
this purpose. 


"Germany is as good as cut-ofT iroiit 
her over-seas supply b j the silent or 
protesting toleration of neutrals, nos 
only in regard to such goods as are ab- 
solute contraband, but al«o in regard 
to such as according to acknowledged 
law before the war, are only condi- 
tional contraband or not contrabind at 
all.' Great Britain, on the other hand, 
is with the toleration of neutral govern- 
ments, not only 
supplied 
with 'snch 
goods as are not contraband« or only 
conditional contraband, but with goods 
which are r ^ r d e d by Great Britaiit, 
if sent to Germany, as atoolute con- 
traband; namely provisions, induslrini 
raw materials, etc., and even with goods 
which have always indualtably been re- 
garded as absolute contraband. 


Points With ErnphMi«. 
"The German government feels itself 
obliged t6 point out with the - greateiit 
emphasis that a traffic in arms, esti- 
nuited at many- hundreds of millions is

Arms and Germany's. enemies. Germany 
fully comprehends that the practice of 
right and the toleration of wrong ou', 
that part of neutrals are matters ab- 
solutely ai the .discretions of neutrals, 
and involve no formal violation of nea?

many summons hunger as an ally for

termined to take up the gauntlet and 
appeal to similar allies.

Britain's hunger war in silence, or most- 
ly in registering a protest, Avill display 
towards Germany no einaller

Resolved to Suppress. 


"Moreover,'the German government is 
resolved to suppress, with all the mcan.s 
at its disposal, the importation of war 
materials to Great 
Britain 
and 
lier 
allies and she takes it for granted that 
neutral governments, which so far have 
taken 
no steps against the traffic in 
arms with Germany'.^ enemies, will not 
oppose forcible suppression by Germany 
of this trade. 


"Acting from this.point of view, the 
German admiralty proclaimed a. naval 
Avar zone whose limits it exactly de- 
fined. Germany, so far as possible, will 
seek to close this war zone, with mines, 
and will pJao endeavor to destroy hos- 
tile merchant vessels

way. 
While the German government in 
taking action based upon this ever pow- 
ering point of vieAV keeps itself far re- 
moved from all intentional destruction 
of neutral lives and property, on the 
other hand it does not fail to recognize

threaten all trade within the war zone, 
without distinction.

It is also true that it ha 
been made a cardinal declaration of recent democrati 
platforms, but that there was positive and general sent 
ment in favor of its enactment in this state is much to b 
'doubted. The question of expense is an element that hi 
entered vary largely into opposition to the proposal, and 
the further'fact that the old system of nominations has 
given very fair satisfaction combined lo encompass the 
senate defeat oE the measure.

As an Illustration that perseverance 


leads to success. James P. Archer stands 
among ball players as a rare example. 
Year after year he attempted to break 
into fast company without avail. Three 
times he was engaged by major league 
clubs and each time he was balked In his 
ambition. Nevertheless he continued 
assault the outworks of the big leagues 
and finally Succeeded in breaking through 
and is now classed amonsJ the best catch 
era of tha game. There was never any 
question about his ability as a catcher. 
He lias, and always did have the uncom- 
mon accomplishment of being able to 
throw the ball from any position, stand- 
ins, tlttlnt or on his knees, and throw It 
with speed and accuracy. 


The cause of his long waiting at the 


gate was that Archer was not a "slug- 
ger." 
He never In any season, whether 


in tho major or minors, batted .300 or 
near that mark except once, when, in the 
Iowa Stato league, he reached .298. It Is 
an unwritten law of ^baseball that a 
catcher must be a hard hitter or he pos- 
sesses no vaVue. The same law applies 
to tho first baseman and to the three out- 
fielders. Occupants of second base, third 
base and shortstop positions are not 
amenable to this code, and the pitcher 
Is outside its Jurisdiction altogether. In 
fact, as far as batting ia concerned, tlie 
pitcher, in tho majority of cases, is re- 
garded. as a handicap to his team. Several 
years ago an effort was made to change 
the playing rules so as to exempt a 
pitcher from taking his turn at bat, but 
thla Btortllmj Innovation was never seri- 
ously considered by the rule makers. 


Archer was .born in Dublin, Ireland, 


Hay 13, 18SS, and crossed tho pond with 
ills people early in life. 
He began his 


professional life with the Fargo team of 
the Northern league in 1303. The follow- 
ing year he was witli the Boone team of 
the Iowa State league, it being the first 
experience of that Hawkeys town in or- 
ganized baseball. 


Near the close of the season of 1904 


Archer was secured by the PiUsburg club, 
and played seven gomes with tho Pirates. 
His initial entry into fast company was 
of an unexceptional character.
